The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  an  extensive  school 
health  service  throughout  the  district.  Regular  Medical 
Inspections  of  school  children  were  carried  cut  and  special  clinics 
e.g.,  orthopaedic,  ophthalmic,  dental,  audiometric,  speech  therapy, 
child  guidance  clinics,  etc,,  were  available  for  the  reference  of 
children  where  more  detailed  investigation  or  treatment  was 
required.  An  Open-air  School  was  available  at  Malvern  to  which 
children  who  were  thought  to  be  likely  to  benefit  from  a change 
of  air  and  environment  could  be  sent. 

(d)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Council  provided  a laboratory  for  the  chemical 
analysis  of  water,  milk,  etc. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  provided,  at  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  Worcester,  facilities  for  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  water,  milk  and  specimens  in  connection  with  the 
diagnosis  and  prevention  of  spread  of  infectious  disease.
